He was able to 
care for himself in business and in his occu- 
pation which was farming. He was also 
in the livestock business. He worked in the 
factories in England. His travels, as re- 
corded were from England to America in a 
sailing vessel and by handcart to Utah. His 
ancestry lived and died in England. His 
father was Henry Clegg, the second man to 
be baptized in the British Isle. He was an 
Elder in England and held the still higher 
priesthood in the Melchizedek as a High 
Priest. 


LULA CLEGG 


Lula Clegg, daughter of Fred L. and 
Emma Caroline Clegg, was born in Heber 
City, October 16, 1892. 

Her first schooling was at the old Central 
School and at the Heber High School, from 
which she graduated in 1910. That summer 
she attended school at the University of 
Utah and took classes in preparation for 
teaching. She was 17 years of age when 
she took the teachers’ examination and was 
granted a teaching certificate. 

The first teaching job was at Wallsburg; 
the second year at Provo Bench; and the 
next six years at the Heber North School. 
She attended school each summer to improve 
her teaching and to work towards a degree. 

In 1919, she was appointed Clerk of the 
Board of Education and Health Supervisor. 
The summer of 1924, she attended school at 
Columbia University in New York and took 
special training for the job as Elementary 
Supervisor. She acted as Clerk of the Board 
and Elementary Supervisor until 1942, when 
she was appointed Superintendent of Schools 
and worked in that capacity for eight years. 

While in Heber City, she was Chairman 


of the Women’s Division of the County Fair 
and had charge of parades and several art 
exhibits in connection with the Fair. She 
was prominent in the local Business and 
Professional Women's Organization and was 
elected State President in 1934-35, which 
necessitated travel all over the State in or- 
ganizing clubs, holding meetings and at- 
tending conventions. She was Second Coun- 
selor in the Stake MIA, 

Schools she attended were: Berkeley, 
California; UCLA, Los Angeles; Columbia 
University, New York; the University of 
Utah; and received a BS degree from the 
Brigham Young University in 1937 and a 
Master's degree in 1951, 

After leaving Heber City, Lula. and her 
sister Genevieve set up a 


Art Gallery in Provo They sold the busi- 


ness in 1954, and Lula accepted a position 
with the Extension Division of the Brigham 
Young University as Chairman of the Home 
Study Department. She has held the posi- 
tion for five years and will continue with 
the B. Y. U. until retirement. 

Lula owns a home in Provo and has a 
hobby—a beautiful yard and rose garden. 
Her nephew lives with her and attends 
school at the B. Y. U. Lula is energetic, 
progressive, and has made a name for her- 
self as a member of the Brigham Young 
University Faculty. 
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
